Furlough accrue* at the rate of taro 
and one-half day* per month, laud 
but not least are the educational 
advantages offered to the present 
day soldier, lf a man Is qualified 
and vacancies exist, he may attend 
one of the many Ane service school*. 
In addition, under the (J. I. Bill, he 
is entitled to one year of actual edu­ 
cation after serving ninety day* of 
honorable service and one month of 
reboot for every month of service 
thereafter. The maximum amount 
of education under this bill is four 
years. 
"For men who desire to make a 
career of the army, there are nu­ 
merous advantages which private 
industry can not equal. For Instance, 
the retirement benefits could never 
be matched by any concern. Statis­ 
tics prove that over 90% of the men 
who retire in the army, retire In the 
grade of first or master sergeant. 
The retired pay of that grade after 
2d years Is *107 per mouth for life.

limits of the Ignited States.
